Search of a Month Rewarded bj Finding 


tb« Pufitlve Hidden ID the Barn at 
84* Victim's Tather—Parleys with the 
Bnfflan End with • Successful Assault 
—Tn« DMperate Scoundrel Return! 
Shot for Shot, and Is Severely Wound' 
ed—afob law Averted—Hl< DevllUb 
Crime. 
HAHOVKB, N. H., Aug. 21.-Friday 


evening, July 17 last, Frank C. Almy met 
pretty Christine Warden on the road near 
her father's farm, a mile north of thU 
place, and shot her to death. He then 
disappeared, and in spite of the most care- 
ful March eluded his hunters until yes- 
terday morning when he was found in the 
barn of the man whose daughter he had 
«o foully murdered. He is another of 
thore miscreants who can never be suffi- 
ciently punished in this world—the hound 
who kill* the girl he thinks he loves be- 
cause she doea not reciprocate. The fact 
that Almy was found spread like wild- 
flre, and In a moment the town aud coun- 
try were in a state of wild excitement, 
and yearning for the blood of the dastard. 
More than 1,500 men collected about the 
bam clamoring for vengeance on the 
wretch, but were calmed by the officials, 
and agreed to let the law take its course. 


How He Was Discovered. 


Almy had not left the vicinity of bis 


crime since it was committed. He had 
taken refuge in Warden's barn, among the 
hay, and sustained life by obtaining some- 
where canned meats and other food, and 
|t waa the cans which had contained the 
meats which finally betrayed his wherea- 
bouts. The mother of the murdered girl 
found the clue. Hunting some chickens 
Monday evening, she found under the 
barn some of the empty cans and beer 
bottle*. She reported her find, and a 
watch waa kept, aud Wednesday night 
Almy was seen to come out of the barn 
and walk around among the fruit trees. 
greedily devouring such fruit as he could 
find. He then returned to his hiding 
place. Yesterday morning the barn was 
surrounded, and after probing the bay 
mow, one of searchers found Almy, who 
Immediately proceeded to shoot, and soon 
had a clear field. 


Parleyed wltb the Wretch. 


Tbe besiegers held a conference and tbe 


majority were in favor of setting the barn 
on flre and then shooting: ^Imy as he run 
out, but the officers begged the crowd to 
1ft law and order prevail, and several of 
the cooler headed, one at a time had inter- 
views with Almy, who swore he would 
sboot any one who should attempt to take 
him alive and then shoot himself.' Finally, 
however, he agreed on promise of a fair 
trial to give himself up, but while the 
crowd waa forming two lines so that be 
should be taken between them and all 
present hava a look him. he thought 
better, or worse, of bis agreement and re- 
futed to be captured. 
Instead he da- 


minded a talk with Solicitor Mitchell, 
who went into the barn and saw him. 


The Interview with Mitchell. 


Mr. Mitchell reported as follows: "I 


went up in the barn in accordance with 
tbe request of Almy. He sat on the hay 
4Bd said his leg was broken. He had a ro- 
vojver In each hand and flourished them, 
pointing them sometimes at me and some- 
time* at his own head. He asked if I 
would guarantee him a fair trial. I as- 
lured him I would most certainly do so. 
He wanted to know how much of his past 
history I had found out. I told him we 


I would not discuss that now. He asked 


me If I thought he had better shoot him- 
self. The remit of the conference was 
that he refused to come out." At this the 
crowd lost patience and began work with 
their Winchesters, Almy replying shot 
for shot as long as hie ammunition held 
out. 
' ' 
The Scoundrel Captured. 


At 1:60 p. m. a charge was made on the 


barn, and the miscreant was overpow- 
ered and taken to the Wheelock House, 
ahere he was confined up-stairs while 
half a down officials, with drawn revol- 
vers, held back the excited mob. Just 
before the attack on the barn John M. 
Fuller was called for by Almy and he 
went in. Almy gave him a roll of papers 
and a ring, and amid that when the empty 
cans were found Monday he took it into 
his head to leave, and went In the night 
down beyond Hartford, a Vermont vil- 
lage, a little way, bat be felt <ut if he could 
not leave the place and came back again. 


Been ou the Premises All tbe Time. 
In an interview with a reporter last 


evening Almy said he killed Christie 
Warden, bat that he had no idea ot com- 
mitting rap*. He went direct to Mr. 
Warden's barn after killing the girl, and 
was there when the body was brought into 
the house. He had a fall view of the 


studies of the girls and at times 
panying them on their outings. 


Fall* Madly in "Love" with Christine. 
Shortly after he entered the family he 


began paying attentions to Miss Christine 
and then became madly in love with her. 
She, while not discouraging his advances, 
never gave him any hope that his suit 
would be successful, but soon the family 
became suspicious of him. Circustances 
showed that he had or was going under a 
false name, and of course Mi-. Warden 
didn't want him for u son-in-law, especial- 
ly as it also developed that he had an un- 
governable temper. A council of the fam- 
ily was held and all agreed that Almy 
should not be permitted to stay It was 
decided that it would be unwise, if not 
positively dangerous to discharge him ab- 
ruptly, and that the best course to pursue 
would be to treat him as usual until his 
time should expire, and then permit him 
to go quietly and peaceably. 


Shot to Death in the Bushel. 


When his time was up Almy was, ac- 


cordingly, discharged, and bade the fam- 
ily a pleasant goodbye, and was not seen 
again until the day of the murder. Fri- 
day evening, July 17, Almy met Christie 
on the road as she was going to Professor 
Pettee's residence. She was accompanied 
by Mrs. Warden and Fannie Warden. 
Almy sprang from the bushes, seized 
Christie by the arm, and pulled her toward 
a barnway. Mrs. Warden and Fannie 
tried to prevent him, but were threatened 
with a revolver which he carried. Mrs. 
Warden ran for assistance, and Fannie 
followed Almy. He shot at her, barely 
missing her head. She turned to run, 
and heard two other shots, and saw Almy 
jump over the fence. When assistance 
came Christie was found dead in the 
bushes with her clothes almost torn off 
and two bullet holes in her body.

"KICKED" A LITTLE TOO FAR. 


Rapid 
Bide 
A Railroad Brakeman's 


Down a Grade. 


PITTSFIELD, Mass., Aug. 81.—Frank Bis- 


bee, a brakeman on the New York, Kew 
Haven and Hartford railroad, took the 
fastest ride he will probably take in this 
world Wednesday afternoon. He rode on 
top of a freight car from Haydenville to 
Hospital Hill, Northampton, a distance of 
gix miles, in five minutes. The car was 
"kicked" down the line, but went too far, 
and struck the grade. Bisbee pnt on the 
brake, but it didn't hold, and the car 
dashed over the rails at a frightful speed. 
At one time, when the car had not reached 
its fastest rate, tbe express an the other 
line ran by its side for a short distance, 
but the car, with its solitary passenger, 
soon left it behind, and did not slack up 
until near Florence, where the track 
makes a slight up-grade, and Bisbee, as he 
neared it, prayed that it would stop his 
dangerous r.de. 


Went Flying Over the Hill. 


But up thn hill went the runaway, and 


then down the other grade, where there is 
a incline of sixty feet to the mile as far as 
Northampton. 
The people standing at 


tho station held their breath and opened 
their eyes with surprise as the car, now 
going at the rate of more than a mile a 
minute ran by. Bisbee, who was stand- 
ing and clinging to the b.ake wheel, 
waved his hand to his brother, who ia 
baggage master at the canal station, and 
who, 
as be saw the terrible peril of his 


brother, dropped his baggage and started 
down the track after the car. A mile 
further was Hospital Hill, and the agi- 
tated 
baggage master breathed more 


freely as he saw the runaway begin to 
slack up and in a few moments come to a 
stand still, while his brother quickly 
descended from the roof unharmed. 


DEATH IN THE MINE. 


Eight Men Killed by an i Explosion ol 


Giant Fowtleri 


cBtJRKE, Ida., Aug. 21.—Two hundred 


pounds of giant powder exploded at the 
mouth of the lower tunnel of Black Bear 
mine near hers with terrible effect. Four 
men were imprisoned at the'breast of the 
drift by rock, which caved 14 and tne rnun 
werO'SUffocated. 
The bodies' of four other 


miners killed are not yet found, but all 
hope of finding them alive has been given 
up. The explosion was terrific, tearing 
up the earth, and caving in the tunnel for 
distance of 100 feet. At 4 o'clock a ros- 
ing party had recovered the dead bodies 
pf four miners—Q. McNeill, general man- 
ager: John Jense, assistant manager; 
Robert Blackburn and John 
Barrens, 


miners. 


Probable Cause of tbe Kxploafon. 


There are four others missing, and it ia 


feared their bodies were blown to atoms. 
Jones is a brother of one -of tbe proprie- 
tors, and Mr. Blackburn was secretary ot 
the Central Miners' union at Burke. Just 
how the explosion occurred can not be as- 
oerained, but it is supposed that a lighted 
candle or fire from a pipe dropped into the 
box containing the powder, by some one 
passing, was the cause. Four cases of 200 
•ticks each exploded almost simultaneous- 
ly. The Black Bear mine is located half 
way between Wallace aud Burke, on what 
is known as Canyon creek, near the town 
of Gem. The bodies of the men removed 
were found at a distance of 150 feet from 
the mouth OL tunnel.

Wheel company, the largest manufact- 
urers in the world of wheels for vehi- 
cles, is insolvent, and Noble C. Batter, 
who was appointed receiver of the com- 
pany Wednesday night, now has the 
twelve plants 
of the company in his 


possession, safe from 
tbe attacks of 


creditors. The total assets of the com- 
pany are $», 105,000 and the 
liabilities 


$1,800,000. 
The financial closeness and 


the distrust and uneasiness in financial 
circles, which led to the refusal of finan- 
cial houses to further extend the obliga- 
tions of the company, caused the col- 
lapse. By the failure all the great shops 
and plants of the company in six states 
are temporarily closed and 2,500 employes 
thrown out of employment. Those most
